Chicago first saw Darrow in 1887. 
From a soap box orator, he be­ 
came a political spellbinder, and 
served two terms as assistant cor­ 
poration counsel of Chicago, and

Darrow was an agnostic. On one 
occasion he said: "I am an agnos­ 
tic because I am 
not 
afraid 
to 
think I am not afraid of any God 
in the universe who would send me 
or any other man or woman to hell. 
If there were such

being, 
he 
would not be God; he would be a 
devil.’’ 
His health failing, the famous 
lawyer announced his retirement on 
two occasions, but each time found 
himself back In court "fighting Hie 
cruel and disagreeable things in 
life.”
